The loss is estimated from 87,000 to

The Vermont supremo court boa re- 


cently deoiccd an important liquor case. 
It involved tho question ua to tho 'law 
governing the sale of liquor in a state 
whore tho traffic is protected by law and 
its shipment to a state where tho traffic 
is prohibited. In Illinois and Wisoou 
sin the highest judicial tribunals hav> 
held that liquor purchased in a town tha 
licenses its sale and shipped to a town 
where the liquor traflLc is prohibited, \. 
protected by the law in the town 
wheri 


the purchase was made and from whicl 
the liquor was shipped. In either of tin 
two slates named, an agent living in 
i 


no-liconse town may order for cua 
tociers beer or liquor shipped to resi 
dents of the t:>wn, and the purchdEi 
and sale otsuch liquor is held to bi 
complete at the place [of shipment, no 
at the place where it is received. [Undo 
this construction of law, dealers living 
in towns where the liquor traffic ia li- 
censed and protected by law may eeui 
all the liquor that thuy can sell to pin 
chasers in no liceneos towns. 


In the Vermont case the same princi- 


ple is at issue, but its vastly wit'.er appli 
oation is involved, An agent living in 
a Vermont tjwn wte:e the liquor traflii 
IB prohibited, ordered from dealers in a 
.Now York town whoro Iho liquor trail 
is licensed and is untlor tho protection 
of law, various ssaled jugs ot liquor lo 
be delivered to residents in the Vermon 
town. Tho agant was prosecuted and 
convicted for violating tho law prohib- 
iting the liqaor traffic 
in 
the 
town 


where ho lived, and by successive appeals 
the case WQB taken to the state supreme 
oourt. At tho 3rst hearing by that tri- 
bunal, ono judge being absent from tho 
bench, the court was equally divided. A 
a subsequent hearing before a full bench 
tho proceedings aud conviction in the 
lower court were afiinnod. 


This decision declares tho law to bi 


exactly contrary from what tbe lllinoii 
aud Wisconsin courts have declared it to 
be. The western decisions aro to th 
efi'ect that tho law of the plooo whoro th 
liquor or beer was sold and from which 
it was shipped governs and protects 
transaction, 
and 
that 
it 
is 
no 


affected by .the law prevailing in the 
place where the liquor was delivered 
Tho Vermont decision, rendered by th 
1 


narrow majority of uno on a bench .0 
seven judges, declares that the law ot th 
place whoro tho liquor is received gov 
Orns the transaction. 


Tho Vermont decision has been r.p 


pealed to the supreme court of Iho Onilea 
States. It involves a vital question 
far as prohibitory lawj are concerned 
If the Federal Supremo court adheres to 
tho Illinois and Wisconsin doctrine, sot 
ting aside the Vermont doctrine, ntati 
prohibitory Jaws will bo ineffectual to 
prohibit tho liquor trailic so long as i 
shall bo licensed and protected by loca 
law in any part of the United States.
